SUBJECT: . Request for Staff Nominations 


1. Due to requirements of their parent organizations, two members of ee | 
the Security Committee Staff are about to be reassigned. The FBI wishes to 6 | 
a expertise as its assignee to the State Department's new 
Foreign Missions Office. CIA's Inspector General has requested that] STAT 
lhe assigned to his office for a tour of duty. Both organizations have 


requested the release of their officers by 3 January 1983. 


2. These developments will Teave the SECOM Staff badly - undermanned at a4 
time when there is a genuine need for more, not fewer, personnel. The DCI's 
recent mandate to develop more effective ways of dealing with unauthorized: 
disclosures would have imposed a strain upon a fully-manned staff. I have 
been asked to chair a working group in an interagency study of the relation- 
ship between compromises of information through espionage, leaks, etc., and 
Soviet efforts to counter U. S. intelligence collection. This will impose an - 
additional workload. i 


3. The character of the SECON Staff's concerns and tasks is “gneenauane 
change, also. The assumption by the State Department of primary responsibil- 


ity for the Moscow Embas ity program will relieve somewhat our need for 
The exponential growth of ADP applications 
‘an e need for 0 ow Closely the attendant security developments 


make it essential that a qualified officer be assigned to the staff. In 
addition, the Computer Security Subcommittee has been unable to meet succes- 
sive deadlines for updating DCID 1/16. A staffer with the proper peeranenne 
could be of tremendous help with this problem. 


4. With two vacancies occurring almost immediately, we now have a slot to 
accommodate a computer security officer on the SECOM Staff. I view computer 
security, for a number of reasons, as the current most important priority of 
the Security Committee. (Leaks, of course, are our all-time number one 
item.) Therefore, I once again request your assistance in obtaining the 
assignment of a computer security officer to this staff. . 


5. If the long-term assignment of a computer security officer shoutid 
prove to be impossible, then I would implore you to assist with a TDY officer 
for a minimum of 120 days to assist the Computer Subcommittee in clearing the 
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DCID 1/16 revision off the books and, perhaps, assist the subcommittee in Bees 
charting a productive course for the future. In the meantime, I would continue. -:: 
to seek an additional slot from the Intelligence Community Staff to be devoted 
to the computer security effort, 

6. Your assistance is urgently requested. Attached are statements of 
qualifications for the two upcoming vacancies. Response by 14 January 1983 
would be greatly appreciated. : - eer ;
